Good  progress  continues  with  the  scheme  for  immunication  of 
children  against  Diphtheria. 

A  special  Birthday  Card  together  with  a  card  of  Consent  for 
immunisation  is  sent  when  each  child  is  one  year  of  age.  arrangements 


are  made  for  free  treatment  by  private  Doctors  if  desired  and  sessions 
are  held  at  Egerton  Lodge  every  four  weeks.  Much  valuable  propaganda 
work  and  advice  to  parents  on  immunisation  has  been  given  by  the  local 
Health  Visitor.
